It is stated today that the Pres­

He regards Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s reply 
as

mere acknowledgement of liis of­ 
fer. 
Nothing additional has been 
received to

ever, that he will unobtrusively

The 
American 
ambassadors

London, Paris and St. Petersburg 
are expected to sound those gov­ 
ernments for their views in the 
matter. 
Madame Rosika Schwimmer of 
Budapest, representing the Inter­

and proposed to President Wilson 
that the United States head a com­ 
mittee of neutral nations in an ef­ 
fort to bring about peace, daily of­ 
fering mediation. She quoted the 
President as saying that the sug­ 
gestion carried weight.

Boosts Price of Improve­ 


ment Beyond Reach 


A meeting was held at La Habra 
last night to consider aud discus.-) va­ 
rious complications arising In the mat­ 
ter of the paving of roads in tho La 
Habra district. No definite conclusion 
was arrived at last night and another 
meeting was set for further consider­ 
ation. 
The road concerned is that running 
directly through the town of La Habra. 
The people of this section endeavored j 
to have this road made a part of the I 
state highway, but the commission I 
decided otherwise. Thereupon the La 
Habra people proceeded to form an as­ 
sessment district, known as La Habra 
Improvement District No. I. 
The or­ 
ganization was completed and plans 
outlined for paving about five miles 
of the road above mentioned. 
lL1 1 was estimated that the paving 
would cost in the neighborhood of 
$80,000. 
The Board 
of 
Supervisors 
had agreed to spend $15,000 toward 
the improvement. 
The specifications 
were drawn and submitted for bids 
When the bids were received it was 
found that the lowest bid las $95,000, 
in rouna numbers, which, 
with 
the 
$15,000 to be spent by 
the 
county, 
brought the total cost up 
to 
about 
$1 1 0,0 0 0 , or about $40,000 more than 
it w'as expected to expend on the im­ 
provement. 
The reasons for this ex­ 
cess were that the present condition 
of the bond market reduced the value 
of the bonds about $15,000, aud that 
the contractors were compelled to pay 
royalty of the same amount for the 
right to use the particular kind 
of 
paving provided for in the specifica­ 
tions. 
The problem then, which confront­ 
ed the district was whether to adopt 
a cheaper kind of paving or pay the 
price asked. The people of the district 
want the very best road possible, but 
they feel that the amount called for 
under th© present specifications is 
more than they can afford to pay. Af­ 
ter considering the matter In all its 
phases and failing to arrive at a con­ 
clusion last night, the meeting ad­ 
journed to meet at Brea next T hurs-1 
day evening, when It is expected that i 
definite action will be taken.

The vote in the house was 54 for 
the amendment and 17 against, while 
in the senate, after a debate in which 
both the administration leader, Sena­ 
tor Boynton, and tile Minority leader, 
Senator Caininetti, spoke in favor of 
the bill, It was carried by a vote of 
27 to 6. 
Two-thirds of the members of the 
legislature voted for the amendment 
for Home Rule in Taxation, because 
they knew that California’s tax laws 
are bad, and believed that if counties, 
cities and towns have more power in 
tax matters, the state will gradually 
work into a satisfactory tax system.

When w ar was declared in Europe, 
the? first feeling was one of satisfac­ 
tion over the advantage of the United 
States in not being involved.

next thing we knew there was con­

One after another the different 
home trades were heard from, stating 
. the fact th at some raw m aterial or 
other, produced in Europe, would be 
cut oft on account of the war, bring­ 
ing the home work

At first it w as only the steel and 
textiles depending upon Germany for 
raw m aterials. 
Next the loss of the platinum supply 
from the Ural m ountains threatened 
the electrical industry. Then the drug 
trade was heard from, as many dif­ 
ferent kinds of acids and roots come 
from Europe. 
M anufacturers of photographic m a­ 
terials were affected, and then the 
glove, shoe and hat trades in 
their 
turn were heard from. 
Nobody had 
suspected the extent 
to 
which 
we 
were dependept on Europe for m ate­ 
rials. 
But as tim e has been taken to look 
over the field the experts are begin­ 
ning to smile, as it is found th at prac­ 
tically all these m aterials may be ob­ 
tained at home. 
Many am ericans are now beginning 
to see th at they have allowed the pa­ 
tient, plodding G ermans to 
do

work of producing 
these 
m aterials 
which can ju st as easily be produced 
by them selves.

thereof, making an appropriation there­ 
for and providing for the collection of 
revenue for such p u rp o se s; making an 
appropriation for the expense of pre­ 
paring such bonds and providing for the 
submission of thla act to a vote of the 
people. 


The people of tho State of California do 
enact as follows:

F o r th e purpose of creat­ 
ing and providing a fund for the Indebt­ 
edness hereby authorized to be incurred,
